The  1958  Hawklets'  5-3-1  overall  record  included 
a  5  and  2  record  in  Big  Eight  Conference  play  which 
placed  them  in  a  tie  with  LaSalle-Peru  for  second 
place  in  the  sophomore  division. 

The  Hawklets  started  the  season  shakily,  losing 
to  DeKalb  15  to  7  in  the  final  minutes  of  play,  but 
this  loss  sparked  them  to  marked  improvement  in 
each  successive  game.  In  their  first  home  encounter 
they  came  from  behind  to  tie  Glenbrook   12   to    12. 

Opening  conference  play  against  LaSalle-Peru, 
the  Hawklets  lost  26  to  0  in  a  game  much  closer 
than  the  score  indicates,  for  the  Cavaliers  scored 
three  touchdowns  in  the  fourth  guarter  by  capitaliz- 
ing on  West  High  fumbles.  West  bounced  back  to 
defeat  East  Rockford  19  to  0,  and  a  week  later  the 


sophomores  returned  to  Rockford  to  crush  West 
Rockford  26  to  0.  After  these  displays  of  their  offen- 
sive prowess,  the  Hawklets  scored  once  in  the  first 
guarter  against  Freeport  and  then  proved  themselves 
defensively  by  hanging  on  to  win  7-6  after  the 
Pretzels  retaliated  with  a  second  guarter  touchdown. 
A  spotty  first  half  cost  West  High  the  Elgin  game, 
for  in  the  second  half  they  battled  the  conference 
champions  on  even  terms  but  could  not  overtake 
Elgin's  20  to  0  first-half  lead.  Against  their  cross- 
town  rivals,  the  Hawklets  scored  in  the  final  thirty 
seconds  to  defeat  the  highly-rated  Kittens  14  to  7. 
The  sophomores  closed  their  creditable  season  with 
a  13  to  6  victory  over  Joliet.

West  High  2nd  In  State 


This  year  the  West  Aurora  Blackhawks  improved 
upon  their  last  year's  fourth  place  finish  in  the  state 
basketball  tournament  by  taking  second  place. 
Coach  Dorsey's  cagers  also  tied  with  East  Rockford, 
West  Rockford,  and  Elgin  for  the  Big  Eight  Confer- 
ence championship  by  posting  a  7-3  record  in  con- 
ference play.  Their  season  record  of  22  wins  and 
7  losses  is  the  second  best  yet  posted  by  a  Black- 
hawk  basketball  sguad. 

This  season  resembled  last  in  that  the  team  had 
several  ups  and  downs  before  reaching  its  peak 
during  the  state  tournament.  The  Hawks,  highly 
rated  in  early  season  press  polls,  won  their  first 
six  games  and  then  lost  to  Elgin.  In  the  DeKalb 
Holiday  tournament  they  dumped  Oregon  and  were 
edged  69-67  by  sharp-shooting  Shabbona,  a  highly- 
rated  team.  After  beating  Freeport  easily,  the  team 
reached  their  nadir,  losing  to  Lockport  and  Joliet 
successively,  but  they  then  improved  steadily.  In 
remaining  conference  play  they  lost  only  to  West 


Rockford  as  they  broke  Elgin's  long-term  jinx  and 
avenged  their  previous  loss  to  Joliet  by  slaughtering 
the  Steelmen  107-51  in  a  record-breaking  game  in 
which  Bill  Small  scored  53  points  to  personally 
outscore  the  opposition. 

The  Blackhawks  won  their  fourth  consecutive 
IHSA  Regional  tournament  as  they  outclassed  West 
Chicago  74-52,  foiled  a  St.  Charles  freeze  28-18,  and 
outran  East  Aurora  86-69.  Althouah  it  entered  the 
Sectional  as  an  underdog,  West  High  successfully 
defended  its  title  by  surprising  highly-esteemed 
Proviso  and  Hinsdale  62-35  and  56-39  respectively. 
In  the  Super-sectional  they  bewildered  powerful 
Thornton  71-58.  At  Champaign,  West  ended  pre- 
viously unbeaten  Rantoul's  32  aame  win  streak  by 
defeating  them  71-62.  The  highlight  of  the  State 
tournament  was  the  semi-final  game  in  which  West 
High  just  "out-basketballed"  Galesburg's  hard-run- 
ninq,  first-ranked  Silver  Streaks  74-61.  West  lost 
52-60  in  the  finals  to  Springfield's  State  Champions. 
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Captain  Bill  Small,  all-conference  and  all-state  sensation,   seemingly  engulls   the   ball   in   his   massive 

hand   as   he   drives   in   for   an   easy   layup,    one   of   the    many    baskets   he    scored    while    winning    the 

conference   individual   scoring   championship.   In   his  two   year  career   at   West   High   he   set   new   Big
